The supreme commander made 
this momentous disclosure in a 
personally 
signed 
special 
com­ 
munique in which he put it up to 
the United Nations and its member 
governments to decide what to do 
about Red China’s intervention. 
Poses Great Issues 
“This situation, repugnant as it 
may be,” he declared, “poses issues 
beyond the authority of the United 
Nations military command—issues 
which must find their solution 
within the councils of the United 
Nations and the chancellories of 
the world.” 
MacArthur’s communique, issued 
at 5:25 p.m. Tuesday <3:25 a.m. 
EST), referred to the UN end-the- 
war offensive which was personally 
launched by the supreme com­ 
mander 
last 
Friday 
and 
then 
thrown back by the counter-attack­ 
ing Red hordes. 
The General declared that the 
UN drive had forced a “premature 
engagement” upon 
the 
Chinese 
Communists and “disrupted” their 
plan to wait until the Yalu river 
freezes solid, at which time they 
could move huge reserves over the 
ice into Korea. 
“Surprise Assault” 
MacArthur accused the Chinese 
Reds of having planned "a sur-

In Same Position 
The geographic distribution of 
these measures indicated that the 
administration’s cold war strategy 
planners are in much the same po­ 
sition as the military leaders dur­ 
ing some stages of the war in Eu­ 
rope. 
In a central position then. Hit­ 
ler, the aggressor, was able to 
choose the spot he wanted to strike. 
Allied defenders had to be pre­ 
pared to meet them at any point. 
Probably the most urgent need 
for support is in Indo-China, where 
there is substantial evidence of 
Chinese communist participation 
in the revolution of forces headed 
by Moscow trained Ho Chi-minh.

IT TAKES A CRISIS 


It is an odd commentary upon the human race, but its 
finest qualities come to the surface only during a crisis. 
When times are good and the sea' of daily endeavor is 
calm the average human is inclined to be a little selfish. He 
Is willing to help others if it doesn't cost him too much in time 
<>r money. 
Z 
But* let a crisis arise and the same average human be­ 
comes a sympathetic being, ready to do his utmost to relieve 
the suffering of others even if it means sacrifice to himself. 
Such a condition was never better exemplified than dur­ 
ing the crisis brought on by the heavy snow of the weekend, a 
crisis which happily is beginning to clear. 
Neighbor aided neighbor, those with milk shared with 
those who had none, truck drivers performed almost unbeliev­ 
able feats of daring in getting trucks through to people in 
need, telephone operators stayed at their posts until they were 
Nearly exhausted, then went to a hotel room and slept a few 
hours in order to get back to their switchboards. 
City employes, utility employes, in short everybody, gave 
some thought to others who were not as fortunate. There was 
no talk of whose job it was to be done, there was a job to do 
and it was done. There was no bleating about a few minutes or 
ft few hours overtime, no grousing about duties that taxed 
human resources, it was a crisis, neighbors were in need and 
jhe true human qualities came shining through. 
It would be difficult to single out any person or groups for 
jpecial comment in the crisis. It seemed that everybody forgot 
self and wanted to help. It was a magnificent example of the 
fiuman race at its best. 
The true spirit of neighborliness was shown. Petty jeal­ 
ousies were forgotten. Republicans worked shoulder to shoul­ 
der with Democrats, and nobody seemed to be using the crisis 
to gain a slight personal advantage. 
The snow crisis was bad to be sure. It meant hardship and 
privation and suffering for many but it provided an oppor­ 
tunity for most of our people to demonstrate they were funda­ 
mentally humane and charitable. 
Wouldn't it make a fine world if all of us over the world 
behaved ourselves in ordinary times as we do in a crisis? It 
would indeed bring “Peace on Earth.” 


The British Labor government 
headed by Prime Minister Clement 
Attlee faces a new test of strength 
this week on a particularly vexing 
problem—the commonwealth's re­ 
lation with Egypt on the protec­ 
tion of the Suez canal. 
King Farouk of Egypt has served 
notice once again that he wants an 
end put to British representation 
in his country. 
He has announced his intention 
of abrogating the 20-year-old treaty 
signed in 1936 under which a Brit­ 
ish fleet is stationed at Alexandria. 
British control officers are on duty 
at Port Said, and British colonial 
troops in charge of affairs in the 
Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. 
Basis of Issue 
The issue when presented to par­ 
liament will be based upon the 
British government’s continued ex­ 
portation of arms to Egypt. 
Former Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill—undoubtedly the fore­ 
most exponent of unbroken ties 
with dominions and colonies—is in 
the serious position of being the 
major factor in backing the motion 
of censure. 
He is supported by other oppo­ 
sition leaders. 
And some Labor- 
ites agree with Churchill that in 
the present state of strained rela­ 
tions between Britain and Egypt, 
the home islanders are counseled 
unwisely in dispatching brand new 
tanks, jet aircraft and other valua­ 
ble weapons to Cairo while the 
possibility 
of 
Soviet 
aggression 
against the west is uppermost in all 
minds. 
With its perilous majority in the 
House of Commons, the 
Labor 
party membership is bound to sup­ 
port the government when 
the 
gavel falls for a vote endorsing or 
condemning the government. 
But the grave division of opin­ 
ion on the Egyptian problem was 
ably expounded by Reginald Paget, 
a Laborite member from North­ 
ampton, who said: 
“Can we afford to let war poten­ 
tial of the most modem and power­ 
ful description pass into the hands 
of a potential aggressor?” 
Seems To Be Far-Drawn 
The picturization of Egypt as an 
aggressor against the British com­ 
monwealth of nations seems in 
some respects to be a far-drawn 
one. 
But it reflects the mistrust that

Britain holds with respect to Fa­ 
rouk and his badly-divided politi­ 
cal elements—his not greatly re­ 
spected personality and his deter­ 
mination* to bring about rifts in 
Anglo-Egyptian accords which are 
part and parcel of modem history. 
Laborite Paget w’ent so far in his 
speech—little publicized in Amer­ 
ica at the time—as to hint at the 
possibility of attack by Egyptian 
troops upon British forces in the 
Suez zone. 
"What", he asked, “is going to 
be the position if the full meas­ 
ures to which the government of 
King Farouk is pledged arc direct­ 
ed against our troops in the canal 
zone?” 
So far as can be determined, 
Britain’s position in Egypt is en­ 
tirely secure. 
Legalistic Attitude 
The government takes the en­ 
tirely legalistic attitude that a for­ 
mally signed and rigorously ob­ 
served treaty of 20 years duration 
cannot be stricken out of exist 
ence by one party without full ap 
provai of the other. 
This means in effect that the 
British are putting upon Egypt the 
onus of enforcing their demand by 
military means, if the demand is 
regard«! in Cairo as a genuine and 
valid one, and are willing to accept 
the challenge of conflict in an area 
that above all is vital to British 
subsistence. 
The present dispute is of im­ 
portance as it comes at a moment 
when the western powers of Eu 
rope are striving desperately to 
resolve 
fundamental 
differences 
that have impeded and delayed ef­ 
forts to bring a supra-national w;est 
army into being. 
For many years it has been ae 
cepted as foregone that Egypt, for 
her own deliverance, would side 
with England in any difficulty. 
That time appears to have pass 
ed. 
For reasons best known to 
himself, Farouk has decided upon a 
cleavage. 
Its depth may go far 
beyond his own anticipations.

150 MILLION STRONG 
The population of the United States for the year 1950, as 
officially and finally fixed by the Census Bureau, is 150,697,- 
361. There is a world of meaning wrapped up in that figure. It 
means, for one thing, that in the last decade this nation added 
nearly 20,Q00,000 persons to its population. 
That is clear proof that the American people are a vigor­ 
ous lot. We are not dying out. We are not even standing still. 
Despite everything, including a war, the nation is 15 per cent 
stronger, numerically, than it was in 1940. 
It also means that forecasts to the effect that this country 
was approaching the day when gains would taper off, and 
eventually come to an end, were far off the beam. That time 
may come— but it won’t be soon. 
* And it means that the westward movement is still going 
on. Eastern states have made population gains in the last 10 
years, but the states of the west have made bigger ones. The 
great state of Pennsylvania, because of this phenomenon, no 
longer holds second place in population. The Keystone State 
is third now, and California stands next to New York. 
These shifts in population will bring changes in Congress, 
as the House of Representatives must be reapportioned in ac­ 
cordance with them. They will have other consequences po­ 
litically, although the effects will hardly be revolutionary. 
That figure means, above all, that the American genius 
has been equal to the demands that time and change have 
made upon it over the years. Here we are, 150,000,000 of us, 
ready for whatever the future may bring. 


EGGS FOR DEFENSE 
While American soldiers were reported suffering because 
of inadequate clothing to meet the rigors of a Korean winter, 
the Department of Defense recently went into the open 
market and bought 5.000,000 dozen eggs in a four-week per­ 
iod, paying the regular market price which is supported by 
the government. It also bought 4,000,000 pounds of butter and 
1,000,000 pounds of cheese. 
Simultaneously the Commodity Credit Corporation was 
buying the same products at support prices, to be added to its 
already enormous hoard of food, which is deteriorating rapidly 
and eventually may be thrbwn away or destroyed. 
Meanwhile President Truman continues to reiterate the 
American people must pay more and more taxes to defray de­ 
fense outlays, but gives nary a hint that waste and extrava­ 
gance are to be ended in the same cause. 
This again brings up the prediction made by Lenin that 
the United States would spend itself into bankruptcy, making 
armed conquest by the Communists unnecesary.

WHEN CHILDREN DISTURB 
CLASSES 
Some 
parents 
on 
visiting 
a 
modern 
elementary 
school 
may 
be critical of the freedom which 
the children have. They may see 
many of them moving about. A 
small group may be working to­ 
gether here, and one or several 
other small groups elsewhere. In 
each group the children may be 
talking freely, even 
loudly and 
excitedly. 
It may seem to 
this 
visitor that bedlam reigns. 
But if she will observe more 
closely she probably will see that 
practically 
every 
child 
is 
pro­ 
ceeding with a purpose, that no 
child 
is 
intentionally 
annoying 
any other child, that children of 
one group are not disturbed by 
the 
sounds coming 
from 
other 
groups. 
There 
may 
be 
a 
very 
high-grade 
learning 
atmosphere 
in every group. Excellent educa­ 
tion may be in the process. 
But there come times when the 
group will be reassembled into 
new groups, or into a single class­ 
room 
group, 
when 
the teacher 
will plan to make certain expla­ 
nations and give certain direc­ 
tions meant for the group. Some 
of the children may be very slow 
at getting to their new or old 
places. But as the more prompt 
children and teacher must wait 
unduly long for these tardy chil­ 
dren, 
there 
may come 
a 
time 
when their patience wanes and 
when 
the 
teacher 
and 
prompt 
children feel they are being im­ 
posed upon and may grow vexed. 
While once visiting in a"|econd- 
grade class I observed that when 
the teacher wished to have her 
children reseat themselves so as I 
to be in a semicircle before she ! 
began to read them a story, nearly 
j 
four minutes passed 
before 
all 
j 
the children were ready, though 
most of them were ready in less 
than half a minute. Just how long 
should these prompt .children and 
the teacher be supposed to wait 
under such conditions? 
In some other elementary class­ 
rooms I observed that when the 
teacher was giving some informa­ 
tion meant for all the children 
about a third of them were talk­ 
ing. Sometimes she talked very 
loudly 
and 
in 
a 
high 
pitched 
voice. Sometimes she would stop 
until all quited down but would 
have to wait a long while. It was 
apparent that she often felt con­ 
siderably frustrated. 
These same children go to Sun­ 
day school where they may talk 
aloud with other children during 
the whole class period. Or they 
may 
be 
Brownies, 
Blue 
Birds 
Cubs or Scouts or members of a 
junior choir, in which the leader 
often 
may 
have 
a 
hard 
time 
having himself or herself heard. 
When 
these 
same 
children 
reach junior or senior high school 
some of them may be so unre­ 
strained 
and 
eager 
to 
express 
themselves at any time that they 
will often interrupt the class with 
some 
audible 
remark 
or 
wise­ 
crack. 
Every Group 
At any grade-level there is a 
time 
for 
leisurely 
talking 
and 
wisecracking 
and 
laughter 
in 
practically every group. But for 
the welfare and efficiency of ail 
persons concerned it would seem 
desirable for school children to 
learn to discipline themseves and 
conform with reasonably prompt 
quietness and to get this practice 
rather early and continuously.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 28.—When the. 82nd Congress sits 
down in Washington next January, we ipay find that its center of 
gravity is several hundred miles to the West. This askew posture is apt 
to tilt the minds of the lawmakers in a direction that has been 
unfashionable for many years. The GOP victories—and the nature of 
these victories—in the Mid-West suggest that Congress will be more 
regional-minded than In the recent past. 
It takes no geopolitician to recognize the 
close 
relationship 
between areas and ideas. Our coastal states have been supplying us 
with thought-pattems for a long while. The New’ Deal found ntany 
of its Brain Trusters in Harvard and Columbia Universities. A whole 
fistful of ideas to end poverty, solace old age and subsidize meals of 
ham ’n’ eggs were first tried out in sea-side California. President 
Roosevelt’s global-mindedness certainly had some of its causes in the 
fact that he was educated by European travel. Wagner of the Wagner 
Labor Act and Frankfurter of the Harvard Law School came to 
America in boats. Quite a case can be built up to show that much of 
the fringe-thinking, good and bad. originated on the edge of America 
and sometimes out over salt water. 
Likely To Be Altered 
* 
It is a situation, I think, which is likely to be altered during the 
tenure of the 82nd Congress. We need not cite the over-cited elections 
Of Taft of Ohio and Dirksen of Illinois, although both of them suggest 
an inland shift of political power. Much more to the point is the 
composite picture of what happened in four mid-Continent States 
where the issue of regionalism, even high class piovincialism, was 
laid on the line. I refer to the Senate contests in Indiana. Wisconsin, 
Iowa and Colorado. 
, 
. 
, 
In these States the GOP was represented by men who make a 
composite picture of what we might as well call Old Guardism. It 
would be hard to fipd a more convenient embodiment of mid-continent 
regionalism—with all * it implies—than 
Senators Capehart. Wiley, 
Hickenlooper and Millikin. Each is an individual in his own right and 
has his own inimitable personality. But taken together, they make up 
a group-patteni of hostility to coastal, global, made-in-W ashington 
idcds. 
To oppose this conservative, midlandish quartette the Democrats 
chose four Senate candidates who were strikingly opposite in pattern. 
All four of the Democrats were Labor-backed by unions from the 
outer fringe. Two of the Democrats were Administration-trained and 
members of the Fair Deal sub-eabinet. Another was a Fair Deal stalwart • 
in Congress, and the fourth was a Laiollette Progressive turned 
Democrat. Had Candidates Campbell (Justice Department>, Fairchild 
(Wisconsin Progressive), Loveland (Agriculture Department) and Car­ 
roll (Fair Deal Congressman) ousted the four Old Guard Senators, 
we’d have had a real nullification of regionalism in these States. As it 
happened, the victory of the Old Guardsmen seems to reaffirm the 
much-forgotten fact that we are a Union of the several States, not a 
confederation of social classes or a university of bright ideas. 
It Will Not Be Strange 
It will not be strange, then, if the 82nd Congress sits in Washing­ 
ton with its head in the Western heartland. This means a greater 
emphasis upon community interests at home and abroad. The new 
Congress Is quite capable of doing what no Congress to date has d o n e - 
pass the voluntary Civil Rights bill which advocates equality of 
opportunity but does not provide for Federal enforcement at the loca 
levels Thè new Congress will hardly favor any form of Federal 
expansion—in electrical power, for instance—which 
hurts pnvate 
industry, the backbone of prosperity in every community 
In the 
foreign field, the incoming legislations will be thinking of the local 
taxpayer—%nd the local high school—before they assign Point Four 
funds and American soldiers to faraway deserts, jungles and beach- 


S u c h thinking, of course, has been out of style for some time. A 
lot of people in Washington and the coastal areas will consider it low­ 
brow 
But Taft. Dirksen, Capehart. Wiley, Hickenlooper, Millikin 
aren’t stylish and don’t claim to be high-brow. Neither, I think, will 
the 82nd Congress.

IN KOREA, Nov. 28—Tired, cold 
Second Division GI’s told today 
how for three nights running the 
Chinese have come in with mar* 
row-chilling bugle blasts and mul­ 
tiple rockets firing. 
Pfc. Carl E. McGee, Brookland, 
Ark., said: 
“They’ve been coming in every 
night with small arms fire. And 
do you think they don’t have fire 
power? My barracks bag had about 
13 holes in it this morning.” 
Cpl. J, B. Sumral, Hamlin, T%x., 
added: 
“We’ve been 
busy 
all night. 
They took this high ground on that 
hill and we had to go back down 
the road a bit—but we are back 
here tonight and I expect they’ll 
be back.” 
Insight Into Tactics 
Cpl. Jay W. Branch, Russellville, 
Ark., gave an insight into the 
clever Chinee» tactics, saying: 
“A lot of our GI’s are outflanked 
and tried to come back through 
our lines last night. We have 
heavv machine gun and mortar 
fire on the area and the Chinese 
came in shouting ‘G.I., Q.I.’ and 
a lot of them got through to get 
our men further in the rear.” 
One wounded rifleman stagger­ 
ed into a front line medical aid 
station and said: 
“They never fired a shot until 
they could drop that grenade or 
fire that burp gun right into our 
positions.” 
Cpl. 
Roger 
MacDonald, 
Wil­ 
mington, N. C.. said: 
“We tried to make sure they 
were no GI’s before we shot, but 
I know some of our own men were 
caught in the cross fire.” 
Pvt. McGee said: 
They’ll be 
back tonight, 
but 
we’re not too worried about these 
night attacks any more. It’s too 
cold to sleep anyway.” 
The ferocity and hand-to-hand 
character of the battle was de­ 
noted by a tragic scene only 300 
yards north of Jangdong 
witnessed Monday. 
A Yank who had paid the high­ 
est price was lying on his stomach 
within an arm's length of his 
dead assailant who had tossed a 
grenade into the G.I. s position. 
The Communist had lost his life 
with the Yank’s last shot.

•-A District of uolumbia federal 
grapd jury on Monday indicted 
aix persons .including former com­ 
munist boss Earl Browder, for con­ 
tempt of congress. 
New York millionaire Frederick 
Vanderbilt Field and Philip Jaffe, 
former editor of the magazine 
Amerasia. were indicted along with 
Browder for alleged refusal to an­ 
swer questions put by the senate 
committee Investigating charges of 
communism in the state depart­ 
ment. 
The other three persons indict­ 
ed by the grand jury were Joseph 
P. Kamp, executive vice chairman 
of the Constitutional Education 
league; Edward A. Rumely, execu­ 
tive secretary of the committee 
for constitutional government, and 
William L. Patterson, executive 
secretary of the Civil Rights Con- 
1 gress. 
, The last three were charged 
with failure to answer questions 
|iut by the house committee in­ 
vestigating lobbying. 
Conviction of any of the defend­ 
ants on the contempt charge would 
carry »with it a maximum penalty 
of one year imprisonment and a 
fine of $1,000 on each count in the 
indictment. 
The jury indicted Field on 32 
counts, Jaffe on 26 and Browder 
on 16. Kamp was indicted on one 
count, Rumely on eight and Pat­ 
terson on two. 


Charge Campaign 
Picture Fraudulent 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 28—(INS) 
—An allegedly fraudulent picture 
purporting to show Sen. Tydings 
(D> Md.. talking to one-time Ameri­ 
can communist chief Earl Brow­ 
der was laid before the Senate 
elections sub-committee Monday. 
Sen. Gillette <D) Iowa, sub-com­ 
mittee chairman, said the picture 
is a “composite” in which two pho­ 
tographs were put together 
to 
give the appearance of a single 
photograph. 
Gillette said it was used in the 
Maryland campaign in which Tyd­ 
ings was defeated by Republican 
John Marshall Butler. 
The Iowa senator said he will 
place the picture before the sub­ 
committee Wednesday and ask if 
other members want to investigate 
the Maryland campaign, in which 
he said that “scurrilous literature 
appeared”. 
Also to be decided by the sub­ 
committee Wednesday is whether 
investigations will be pushed in 
other states, particularly Pennsyl­ 
vania and New York. 
Gillette said that it “is my con­ 
jecture” that there will be further 
investigations of alleged fraudu­ 
lent voting in Pennsylvania, and 
that there “may possibly be a con­ 
tinued investigation in New York.”

called McCarran act to mean that 
any member, including the chief, 
of a foreign delegation who seeks 
entry for the provable purpose of 
committing espionage or sabotage 
can be excluded automatically. 
The officials said that those only 
suspected of subversive intent in 
the U. N. delegations can also be 
barred but the chief delegate, “ac­ 
credited resident members of his 
staff,” and the delegate’s family 
are exempt under the suspicion 
provision. 
Proof of the difference between 
the distinction between suspicion 
and intent, officials said will rest 
with the applicant. 
The same rule, they said, applies 
to diplomatic employes who here­ 
tofore received immunity. Heads 
of missions and their families, 
however, must still be declared 
persona non grata by the presi 
dent. 
Considerable c o n f u s i o n sur­ 
rounded the publication of the 
regulations 
today 
and 
officials 
frankly admitted that many de­ 
tails will have to be worked out 
To Scrutinize All 
In general, they said, the immi­ 
gration service intends to scruti 
nize the applications of U. N. per­ 
sonnel, 
newsmen, 
photographers 
and others much more carefully 
in the future. 
Although known saboteurs are 
summarily 
excluded, 
Attorney 
General McGrath has ruled that 
any totalitarians, including Com­ 
munists, may be granted "nomi­ 
nal,” or temporary', entry where 
there is no threat to national se­ 
curity. 
The immigration service, how­ 
ever, must file a report with Con­ 
gress on each admitted individual. 
No length of stay is defined but 
officials said the initial period is 
not more than six months. 
The immigration service plans 
to review the one-year entry per- 
some j m^s 0f some 25,000 foreign stu­ 


dents in the light of the law and 
McGrath’s interpretation. 
The Communist party and other 
totalitarian groups are designated 
in the regulations for the first 
time. The latter are not specified 
but officials said that Nazis, Fas­ 
cists and Falangists, past or pres­ 
ent, will be barred “if the evidence 
warrants”. 
The immigration service also is 
required to keep deportable aliens 
on parole under indefinite sur­ 
veillance. Violators will be sent to 
jail. 
Officials said that no policy has 
been established on the question 
of deporting aliens, including U. 
N. personnel, who now are found 
to be suspected or avowed foreign 
agents. 
One official said the matter in­ 
volves “a serious question of law” 
—whether an individual can be 
prosecuted for an offense com­ 
mitted before the law was signed. 
The regulations, however, set up 
a new class of deportable aliens. 
Any alien deported as a subver­ 
sive, criminal, narcotic violator or 
immoral person who reenters the 
U. S. illegally can, be deported 
without further hearings on the 
original charge.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28—House 
Republican leaders will determine 
today the GOP stand on President 
Truman’s four billion dollar tax in­ 
crease proposal. 
Party policy makers headed by 
Minority Leader Martin of Massa­ 
chusetts, will meet with GOP mem­ 
bers of the tax-drafting ways and 
means committee. 
There was talk of sponsoring 
new tax legislation as a substitute 
for Mr. Truman’s proposal, which 
calls for a 75 per cent levy on ex­ 
cess corporation profits designed 
to bring in four billion dollars 
more to finance the defense pro­ 
gram. 
The new bill would presumably 
be patterned after the play ad­ 
vanced by Rep. Reed of New York, 
top-ranking committee Republican. 
It would give corporations the 
choice of paying a maximum 55 per 
cent income tax (a 10 per cent 
boost) in place of the excess profits 
levy. 
Substitute Measure 
The bill would be offered as a 
substitute for the excess profits tax 
bill the committee is expected to 
approve later this week. 
The committee hopes to have a 
bill ready for House consideration 
next Monday. Several Republicans 
reported that they had been ad­ 
vised that the Senate will not be 
able to consider a bill at this ses­ 
sion of Congress unless it reaches 
there by December 6. 
The committee is considering 
various rates. Pending before it as 
it continues its closed-door delib­ 
erations 
are 
estimates 
of 
the 
amount of revenue that can be 
brought in by changing the 75 per­ 
cent tax rate. 
Under the administration pro­ 
posal, a corporation would pay a 75 
per cent tax on earnings in excess 
of its 1946-49 average. In addition, 
they would pay a 7.5 per cent tax 
on their normal earnings. 
Many members would like to 
eliminate the 7.5 per cent tax on 
normal earnings, which Treasury 
Secretary Snyder estimated would 
bring in 1.4 billion dollars. 
This would necessitate raising 
the excess profits tax rate above 
75 per cent if the president’s rec­ 
ommendation for a four billion 
dollar intake is to be met. 
The treasury and congressional

President Lists Urgent 
Requests For Congress 


¿RINGING UP FATHER

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28—The 
lame duck session of Congress 
convened Monday and President 
Truman listed five legislative re* 
quests as being of the “greatest 
urgency." 
The presidential list, made pub­ 
lic 
by 
White 
House 
Secretary 
Charles G. Ross in the order of 
importance, included: 
1. Supplemental appropriations 
for defense and atomic energy. 
2. Excess profits tax legislation. 
3. Emergency aid to Yugoslavia. 
4. Rent control extension. 
5. 
Statehood for Alaska and 
Hawaii. 
Ross told newsmen: 
Of Greatest Urgency 
“Those are the measures which 
the president considers of greatest 
urgency. All were discussed by the 
president this morning with his 
legislative leaders.” 
A second category of legislation, 
which the president will request 
of Congress, covers proposals sub­ 
mitted last winter and summer on 
which action was not completed. 
The president started off his re­ 
quest to Congress this morning 
with letters to the leaders urging 
speedy action on a three-month 
extension of the present rent con­ 
trol law and approval of statehood 
for Alaska and Hawaii. 
The White House said this will, 
be the procedure followed by the 
president during the short session. 
His legislative requests will be 
made to Congress by informal let­ 
ters, rather than through the med­ 
ium of formal messages. 
Excess Profits Taxes 
The president already has sent 
congressional leaders communica­ 
tions requesting four billion dol­ 
lars in excess profits taxes, and 
estimates of up to $75,060,000 for 
aid to Yugoslavia. 
White House aides said the pres­ 
ident plans no further communi­ 
cation on taxes, but will send his 
estimates on supplemental defense 
appropriations, and his proposals 
for further aid to Yugoslavia to 
Congress later this week. 
The president also asked pas­ 
sage of thirteen pieces of legisla­ 
tion on an “if possible” basis. 
One of these was request for 
“home rule” for tjje District of 
Columbia w'hose residents do not 
now have a voting franchise. 
The president asked approval of 
• bill for medical education, in­ 
creased postal rates, the controver­ 
sial aid to education measure, the 


Clayton Act amendments to close 
major loopholes In anti-monopoly 
laws, and a union shop amendment 
to the railway labor act. 
Other legislative requests in­ 
cluded aid to local public health 
units which would provide federal 
assistance to states and localities, 
the Granger bill for transportation 
of surplus agricultural commod­ 
ities, waiver- of the copper import 
tax to aid imports of copper from 
Chile, strengthening of the author­ 
ity of the national capital park 
and planning commission for the 
District of Columbia, separation of 
air mail pay and subsidies, a meas­ 
ure to permit naturalization of 
residents of Asiatic origin, and 
ratification of the Genocide con­ 
vention outlawing the mass slaugh­ 
ter of racial minorities. 
One of the first actions of the 
session was the swearing in of two 
new senators—Clements <D> Ky., 
and Smith <D) N.C., who took the 
oath in Vice President Barkley’s 
office.

Both the House and Senate held 
brief meetings of less than an 
hour.

Of Older People Discussed

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 28.—The 
increasing number and proportion 
of older people in Pennsylvania’s 
population is a problem of major 
importance. 
Few realizing that in Pennsyl­ 
vania there were 677,468 individ­ 
uals 65 years of age and over in 
1940. Census experts forecast there 
will be twice as many elderly peo 
pie by 1975. 
The medical, social, economic 
and political problems arising from 
the increasing number and propor­ 
tion ofMhose of advanced age are 
of growing magnitude and impor­ 
tance. 
What Are We Going To Do? 
Now. what ate we going to do 
about all of this? 
Of utmost importance, a com­ 
prehensive study of the overall 
needs of the aging and the aged 
must be made by the Joint State 
Government Commission of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Our organization already hat 
presented a plan of action to Sen. 
George B. Scarlett, chairman of a 
sub-committee of the Joint State 
Government Commission. We hope 
he will be interested in sponsoring 
appropriate legislation. 
Four needs must have top prior­ 
ity consideration: 
1. Creation of employment op­ 
portunities for older persons. 
2. An adequate public assistance 
grant to make possible reasonable 
standards of maintenance. 
3. Facilities for the care of the 
disabled chronically ill 
4. Counseling and service to the 
aged by the dept, of public as 
aistance when needed. 
Elaboration On Points 
Here is a brief—but important 
elaboration on these points. 
Everyone concerned with the 
aged should give study and atten­ 
tion to the problem of employment 
from the 45 through 64 age group 
and develop some policy for the 
possible retention of those 65 and 
over, on the basis of ability rather 
than chronological age. 
There is a constant battle to 
provide the minimum subsistence 
level of assistance 
The statewide average maximum 
monthly allowance seldom, if ever, 
reaches this minimum subsistence 
level. 
Action takeh by the state depart­ 
ment of public assistance in Oc 
tober, 1950, brought the average 
minimum allowance from the l«v 
of $51 per month to approximately 
$58. 
Needs Are Cited 
We must develop a program of 
facilities and services to meet the 
needs of the disabled chronically 
ill. The department of public as­ 
sistance is asked to provide sup­ 
plemental grants to its gjients to 
buy these facilities and services 
when essential. 
There is a minimum and too 
frequently a total lack of services,

either voluntary or governmental,

Roller-Coaster Life 
ias Ups And Downs 
CANTON, O. — (INS) — Life in 
the shadow of a roller-coaster may 
be a little noisy but it is never 
dull. 
At least it’s always interesting 
as far as Meade Duncan is con­ 
cerned. And he should know, hav­ 
ing proved his faith in his own 
workmanship by building a home 
under a roller-coaster he designed 
and operates at Meyers Lake Park, 
near Canton, O. 
The ’coast-maker lives in the lit­ 
tle house with his wife and 10- 
year-old daughter, who find gar­ 
dening difficult when it starts 
raining false teeth and pocket 
watches. 
Whenever hats, purses, coats, 
pipes and jewelry are dropped in ! 
their backyard by wildly-clutching 1 
coaster riders the Duncans turn j 
them over to the park office where j 
they are kept until called for. 
Thriil-eeekers 
often 
manifest 
concern over the safety of the 
’coaster, but Duncan is not wor­ 
ried. He explains: 
“Safety in roller-coasters de­ 
pends on a number of things— 
ratchets, for example, to catch 
cars that might slide backward in 
the event of a power failure; spe­ 
cial brakes to stop care that might 
plunge on into an injured part of 
the track, and carefully-figured 
grades to make sure cars don’t 
plunge down too far or go too 
fast.” 
Duncan believes no roller-coaster 
in the county has a drop of more 
than 100 feet, but that when “you­ 
’re going pretty fast, it sometimes 
feels deeper than it really is.” 
Duncan ateo designed and help­ 
ed build the roller-coaster at Her- 
shey Park in Hershey, Pa., where 
he learned the ’coaster business 
while working as a part-time at­ 
tendant at the park. 
After the season, when the roller­ 
coaster isn’t working, the Duncans 
spend their quiet evenings longing 
for the noise that is conspicuously 
absent. 
“The only thing that ever both­ 
ers me,” Mrs. Duncan says, “is the 
noise of the merry-go-round. That 
does get on my nerves.”
